We hav e reached a « ta^e o f dev elo pment in 
this co untry that requires the av erag e citizen 
to fit himself to the task o f so lv ing o ur po - 
iliticfl! 
and 
eco no mic 
pro blems 
wisely . 
V e 
are co nscio us that the so lutio n lies in the field 
o f co rrect educatio n and a g o o d deal o f it. 
Ho w to po pularize co rrect adult educatio n, ho w 
to make v ita! questio ns a ppea lin g to the av erag e 
perso n as well as making that perso n realize 
the particular questio n is v ital, is the difficulty 
co nfro nting us. 
I am asto nished by two o ut­ 
standing facts g ained thro ug h my co nnectio n 
with the Fo rum fo r Po litical and 
eco no mic 
educatio n, they are: 
1 . That the av erag e thinking perso n 
real­ 
izes wro ng s ex ist in o ur sy stem o f eco no mic 
distributio n as well as in o ur g o v ernmental 
metho d, that must, if we ho pe to pro g ress as 
a, natio n, be co rrected o r mo dified. 
2 . That the same av erag e thinking indiv id­ 
ual sho ws a v ery g reat deg ree o f indifference 
o r rather co mplacency , feeling that he has no t 
the time to study these faults and remedies o r 
that so meo ne else will take care o f the who le 
matter. 
But remember, if we intend to co ntinue as 
a demo cratic fo rm o f g o v ernment we will be 
fo rced to enlig hten o urselv es o n v ital pro b­ 
lems o r suffer the 
co nsequences. 
Also 
re­ 
member that a demo cracy can functio n o nly 
when the electo rate is enlig htened. 
Witho ut 
co rrect educatio n we are destined to drift into 
either co mmunism o r fascism thereby fo rfeiting 
o ur rig hts under a demo cracy . 
Of co urse o ur 
scho o ls will build a ty pe o f citizenry aware o f 
their civ ic and so cial o blig atio ns in time, but 
we canno t wait fo r that. 
W e are faced with 
a crisis no w and tho se who will v o te o n these 
pro blems are adults. 
W e must po pularize adult 
educatio n alo ng these lines in o rder to effect 
co rrect chang es. 
Unless the pro s and co m o f all these pro b­ 
lems are bro ug ht befo re a larg e g ro up o f peo ­ 
ple no t much will be do ne abo ut the mess 
w e’re in. 
Tho se interested 
in fo rum 
wo rk 
believ e that much can be do ne if y o u can stim­ 
ulate attendance, but ho w to break thro ug h 
the ex isting co mplacency o ffers a real pro b­ 
lem. 
As an ex ample, the co mmittee o n ar­ 
rang ements fo r the Fo rum fo r po litical and 
eco no mic 
educatio n 
has 
repeatedly 
tried 
to 
bring subjects and speakers that sho uld be o f 
v ital 
interest to 
certain 
g ro ups 
within 
the 
co mmunity , but in spite o f all the publicity 
thro ug h newspapers and o ther ag encies, we 
canno t g et tho se who sho uld be interested and 
effected to discuss their o wn pro blems. 
The 
last two meeting s o f the Fo rum were g iv en 
o v er to the chain sto re questio n. 
At the first 
meeting no t a sing le merchant, either inde­ 
pendent o r chain was present— at the seco nd 
meeting a sprinkling o f merchants were pres­ 
ent to hear their pro blems presented. 
If the 
public is so indifferent and the wro ng decis­ 
io ns are made at the po lls, these same co m­ 
placent indiv iduals will blame the g o v ernment, 
but keep in mind that the peo ple are the g o v ­ 
ernment and their duty is to be v ersed o n the 
v ital pro blems o f the day . 


Pio neer day s bro ug ht pro blems clo se to the 
indiv idual but to day the co mplex ities o f mo d­ 
ern life makes so me pro blems seem unimpo rt­ 
ant and the attitude o f “ let Geo rg e do it’’ be­ 
co me« a natural pro cedure. 
Ho wev er alo ng 
with these co mplex ities 
we 
hav e 
co nditio ns 
arising that threaten o ur v ery ex istence as a 
demo cracy . 
These 
co nditio ns 
are 
no t 
o nly 
present in o ur co untry but are fo rces at play 
the wo rld o v er and the little co untry o f Spain 
is taking the ro le o f the match fo r the po w­ 
der barrel o f wo rld war. 
These fo rces reduced 
to o ur lang uag e represents the alig nment o f 
factio ns kno wn as the “ H av es” and the “ Hav e 
N ats.” 
This 
co ming 
Presidential 
campaig n 


will undo ubtedly stress these ex pressio ns and 
neither o f the majo r parties will 
hav e the 
rig ht to blame the o ther fo r the ex istence o f 
the terms. 
Reg ardless who is to blame fo r 
I the building o f these two classes, bo th parties 
| will incense a class co nscio usness. 
A wo rld analy sis sho ws what happens to the 
“ H av es” and the “ Hav e No ts” in rev o lting 
centers if we classify each co untry . 
Fascist 
Germany g av e the “ Hav es’’ g o v ernmental co n- 
j tro l as did Italy under Musso lini. Japan sho ws 
a tendency , under a military reg ime, to do 
likewise. 
While o n the o ther hand Trance by 
co nstitutio nal metho ds elected a “ Hav e No t 
g o v ernment— Russia 
by 
rev o lutio n 
to o k 
the 
g o v ernment fo r the “ Hav e No ts.” Spain elect­ 
ed a “ Hav e No t” g o v ernment thro ug h rec­ 
o g nized metho ds but the “ H av es” are rebelling 
to g et back po wer. 
As o ne 
studies these 
g ro wing factio ns a 
co nscio usness that war in the wo rld is inev it­ 
able. whether in the fo rm o f a civ il strife o r a 
wo rld co nflag ratio n. 
Undo ubtedly it will ex 
ist between the “ Hav es and the Hav e No ts.” 
W e kno w’ that war o ffers the same reward, 
win, lo se o r draw’. 
We also kno w’ that it is 
co stly and no thing can be g ained because the 
element o f waste must play an impo rtant part 
It must affect o ur standard o f liv ing whether 
we want it to o r no t. 
Eco no mic principals o f all ty pes affecting 
human life and its relatio nships are discussed 
in fo rums and thro ug h their discussio ns an un 
derstanding o f the fundamentals back o f o ur 
tro ubles as wrell as the so lutio ns o f them may 
be arriv ed at. 
By g etting these fundamentals 
well in mind we can make the co rrect decis­ 
io ns. 
W e are fo rced to reco g nize the 
necessity 
o f co rrect adult educatio n. 
W e canno t af­ 
fo rd, as American citizens to be co mplacent o f 
the crisis and o f the pro blems surro unding us. 
We shall hav e additio nal adv antag es to study in 
Fo rum 
these 
pro blems. 
The 
fall 
term 
o f 
scho o l o pens the reg ular fo rum classes under 
scho o l educatio n, also w’e hav e a new institu­ 
tio n, the federal fo rum g ro ups o pening o v er 
the entire co unty . 
The Fo rum fo r po litical and 
eco no mic educatio n will co ntinue its w’o rk as 
lo ng as it feels it is fulfilling a need in this 
co mmunity . 
Ev ery citizen o w’es it to himself if no t to 
his co untry to beco me enlig htened o n these 
pro blems. 
It is a debt that he can repay his 
co untry and at the same time reap the benefits 
fo r himself and his po sterity . 
Fo rums o ffer 
o ne o f the best metho ds o f o btaining the in­ 
fo rmatio n o n mo st o f these subjects. 
Take ad­ 
v antag e o f this o ppo rtunity o f info rming y o ur­ 
self o n these v ital questio ns and sho w y o ur in­ 
terest in y o ur co untry by attending fo rums. 
They depend o n y o ur suppo rt and y o u need 
the info rmatio n av ailable thro ug h them.
